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|EUGENISTS ARE 
NOT JUSTIFIED 


O much of the “expert” opinion 

that is put forward by Euge- 
nists and others in favor of sterili- 
zation of mental defectives sounds 
so plausible and even reasonable, 
that even Catholics may sometimes 
think that they have a good deal 
of sense on their side, though the 
Church forbids their barbarous 
practices and remedies for the so- 
cial evils that go with mental defi- 
ciency.’ It must seem to many peo- 
ple that it is a case of sterilization, 
and such, being scientifically right, 
but morally wrong. And so we get 
an apparent conflict between sci- 
ence and religion again. It does 
seem reasonable to many people 
that the poor unfortunates should 
be prevented from bringing more 
and more poor unfortunates into 
the world, to be a public danger 
and a public burden. And so it is 
not surprising that even Catholics 
may be half-converted to agreeing 
with the Eugenists though they 
are forbidden to support them 
practically. 

Yet we have just had the verdict 
of one of the most reputable au- 
thorities in the world, with the 
best expert and scientific advice at 
its elbow, the British Medical As- 
sociation, to the effect that-so far 
as the inheritance of mental defi- 
ciency is concerned, the informa- 
tion available does not justify any 
conclusions in the point, except 
that mental deficiency is sometimes 
inherited and sometimes not, to an 
unknown extent. Then again, the 
same distinguished body of men, 
scientists, have concluded after a 
long investigation, that in the pre- 
sent state of our knowledge, ster- 
ilization, even widely applied to 
certifiable mental defectives, would 
cause no appreciable difference in 
the number of defectives for many 
generations. The scientific reasons 
for this cannot be gone into here, 
but the facts just given are aston- 
ishing enough. They will surprise 
a great many people who might 
have begun to think that the Euge- 
nists were scientifically . justified. 
They are not. Yet on the strength 
of their assertive pseudo-science 
they have been allowed to put their 
inhuman theories into practice in 
many States. We are safer, after

HE approach of the great feast 

of Christmas is heralded by 
the season of Advent. The voice of 
John the Baptist is again crying 
out from the wilderness:—*Pre- 
pare ye the way. of the Lord; make 
straight His paths.”

FEW weeks ago we had arg 
article for this page entitled 


“WHAT OF THE WORLD OF 


THE FUTURE?” Reasoning from 
cause to effect we could not vis 
ualize a state of society in the 
next generation which would bé@ 
founded either on Christianity oF 
well-ordered governments. 

In this contention we are upheld 
by William Lyon Phelps writing in 
the DELINEATOR MAGAZINE, 
He points out that people are much 
alarmed over the growth of Com~ 
munism in many European and 
Oriental countries and over the 
Communistic activities in this 
hemisphere, especially in South 
America, Central America, and 
Mexico. But Mr. Phelps reminds 
us that the seeds of Communism 
are being sown in every community 
by our neglect to do the thing 
which will save the next generation 
from it. He claims that our failure 
to instruct all children in our land 
religiously is the best preparation 
that could be made in American 
soil for Communism. Communism 
and atheism go hand in hand, and 
by ignoring God altogether in the 
education of our youth, we are dis- 
posing them for agnosticism and 
atheism. 


We quote from Phelps’ article: 


The religious education of chil- 
dren is one of the most difficult 
and perplexing of the problems 
that today confront fathers and 
mothers. If one is an ardent, prac- 
ticing Catholic, the solution is 
fairly easy.... 


With orthodox and devout Jews, 
the solution is also comparatively 
easy. Their children receive in- 
struction from the rabbis, the pro- 
fessional teachers of the Law, both 
in ritual and ethical conduct. The 
religion of. a devout Jew is beau- 
tiful to contemplate, But many 
Jews today are like many Protes- 
tants: they have ceased to take 
any active part in their own re« 
ligious services, and they naturally 
wonder just what ought to be done 
with their children. 

Outside the pale of authoritative 
religious instruction, whether Cath- 
olic or Jewish, there are millions 
of parents, who, either because 
they belong to some denomination 
like the Methodist or Baptist per- 
suasion, where the individual inter« 
prets the Bible for himself, or be- 
cause they belong to no church and 
are independent or indifferent, are 
now facing the problem of religi- 
ous teaching for their children, in 
a state of bewilderment. 


Let me say one thing at the start 
and say it with emphasis. Man 
years ago the poet, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, said the best means for 
success in life was the choice of 
good parents. Now, whatever may 
be one’s own attitude toward re- 
ligious faith, it is an asset of 
enormous value to have been 
brought up religiously. There are 
many thousand excellent American 
citizens living today who have 
ceased to support any church or to 
attend it, who owe an immense 
debt to their early religious educa- 
tion. Their fathers and mothers 
were pious, although they are not. 


Millions are at this moment 
looking into the future with appre- 
hension and alarm—alarm for the 
economic and moral foundations of 
society, for the stability of their 
country, for the continuance of 
what we call civilization. One of 
the gravest reasons for a justifi- 
able fear is the fact that the next

ment which far more than the form- 
er, restores peace and tranquility 
to the troubled soul. Why should he 
worry, when because of his sorrow 
and purpose of amendment he has re- 
ceived through the ambassador of 
God the pardon of the Most High? 
There is a craving, it is true, to con- 
fess one’s guilt. But, the far deeper 
and more insistent craving is for the 
remission of the guilt. This is the 
real reason why the confessional ex- 
ercises such a marvelous influence 
upon the mental health of penitents. 
Every Catholic will view with sym- 
pathy the desire of Dr. Fosdick and 
other leaders of Protestantism to re- 
store the confessional to _ their 
churches. But he cannot fail to per- 
ceive that the confessional will yield 
but a small fraction of its rich thera- 
peutic value, until they likewise re- 
store the doctrine upon which the 
confessional is founded, namely, the 
actual forgiveness of the sins con- 
fessed to the properly accredited am- 
bassador of Almighty God. 


An Important Difference 

It was this important truth which 
that discerning scholar, the Rev. Dr. 
John Rathbone Oliver, perceived and 
expressed with admirable lucidity in 


an article on Psychiatry and the Con-| 


fessional in Scribner’s, July, 1930. He 
is apparently in the Anglo-Catholic 
wing of the Episcopal church for he 
includes himself in the Catholic body. 
Commenting on the marked trend 
among Protestant leaders to restore 
the confessional because of its thera- 
peutic value he says: 

“Our Protestant brothers are do- 
ing something of the same kind. But 
it is an utter misunderstanding of the 
‘situation to imagine that the Protes- 
tant can ever undo the damage of the 
‘outlawing of the confessional.’ It is 
possible that a Presbyterian or a 
Methodist pastor might set up in his 
church a so-called ‘confessional box’; 
he might sit on one side of it behind 
the grating, and might listen to the 
outpourings of the sins and troubles 
of some members of his congregation. 
No doubt the person who there pour- 
ed out his soul, might be benefitted by 
the procedure; might get helpful ad- 
vice and go away feeling happier. But 
all the confessional boxes in the world 
could not bring back to the Protes- 
tant bodies the one thing that really 
matters—the one thing that is more 
important than confession—than all 
the confessional boxes in the world— 


the thing that we Catholics call ‘abso-" 


lution.’ 

“Tt is the ‘absolution’ that gives to 
the confessional its great power to 
help and to heal. It is the Sacrament 
of Penance, in which by the ‘power 
that Our Lord Jesus Christ has left 
upon earth to absolve all sinners who 
truly repent and believe in Him,’ the 
priest, acting in Christ’s name and by 
His authority, ‘absolves from sin’— 
in which he, as it were, pours upon 
the head of the penitent the precious 
blood that was shed upon the cross, 
in the one perfect sacrifice, oblation 
and satisfaction for the sins of the 
wnole world. And where there is no 

: , there is no absolving 

‘priest; where there is no absolving 

riest there is no absolute blotting 

wut of all past sin, no complete res- 

ation to God's grace and to com-

every confession and absolution is a 
fresh start. He begins his Christian 
life all over again. All past guilt is 
wiped out. And fresh grace is given 
him to start on the road of life once 
more.” 


Requires A Better Life 


It is to be noted then that over and 
above the benefit which confession 
gives to mankind in restoring their 
tranquility and peace of mind by the 
assurance of their forgiveness by God 
—a peace of mind which all the 
money in the world could not buy—it 
provides human society with a bene- 
fit still greater. It brings about the 
actual regeneration of the human 
character, and serves as the most ef- 
fective agency for moral reform in 
the world. It does not allow its values 
to remain in the realm cf mere feel- 
ings. It insists that these subjective 
dispositions be translated into action. 

It requires that the individual 


prove the sincerity of his resolves by 
a better moral life. It demands that 
the individual translate his aspira- 


tions for nobility of character into 


deeds of honesty, justice, and charity 
in all the relations of man to man. 
It demands not mere velleities but 
positive volitions. It demands deeds, 
not words; actual reformy not mere 
promises. 


Hence, confession is not to be re- 
garded as a mere device to assuage 
disturbed feelings, or to relieve the 
mind oppressed with a sense of guilt 
—valuable as is its contribution in 
this regard—but it is to be, regarded 
as a powerful lever that actually lifts 
man prostrate in the mire of vice, 
and sets him to walk, with head erect 
upon the paths of justice and mercy 
and truth. The sacrament of confes- 
sion reflects not only the mercy of 
the Divine Master, Jesus Christ, who 
came “to call not the just but sinners 
to repentance” but it reflects His jus- 
tice as well. Rightly, then does the 
sacrament demand that the penitent 
struggle manfully and courageously 
to keep the promises he makes in con- 
fession to avoid sin and to rise to a 
higher and a nobler life. Because the 
sacrament works in the secrecy of 
the human soul, where no eye but

$250,000 Blaze Razes 
Catholic Indian School 


Regina, Can.—F ire has just razed 
Qu’Appelle Catholic Indian School 
at Le Bret, one of the largest in- 
stitutions of its kind in America. 
The establishment is a mass of 
ruins and the loss is estimated at 
$250,000. 

Despite the devastation wreaked 
upon the school by the fire no one 
Was injured. 

The first building of the school 

was similarly destroyed 28 years 
ago. 
The priests and resident students 
of the school are being housed in 
buildings of the Oblate Fathers’ 
college near the site of the Indian 
schoool. The inhabitants of the 
school will occupy those temporary 
quarters until a new school can be 
built. 


The original school was erected 
by Father Hugonard in 1881, but 
in January, 1904, that building was 
burned down. While Father Hugo- 
nard was gazing at the ruins of 
the [Iriquois Theatre, Chicago, 
where 500 persons lost their lives 
when a fire destroyed the building, 
he received word that his own In- 
dian school had burned, 

The buildings just 
were erected in 1905. 


Tax On All Philippine 
Church Holdings Urged 


Manila.—A bill to tax all church 
property throughout the archipel- 
ago has been introduced in the 
Philippine House of Representa- 
tives by Representative Francisco 
Varona. 

Insular Auditor Hammond, in his 
report, also recommended the tax- 
ing of all church properties and 
estimated that the taxes on such 
holdings would amount to several 
million pesos.

Is Prelate’s Plea 
In A. F. of L. Talk 


Catholic Church Ever Ready Te 
Oppose Any Oppression Of 
Poor and Working Classes, 
Archbishop McNicholas 
Tells Convention 


Cincinnati—The Catholic Church 
wil ever espouse a just cause, and 
will carry on warfare against in- 
justice, especially that done to the 
poor and laboring classes, the Most 
Rev. John T. McNicholas, O, P., 
Archbishop of Cincinnati, declared 
in an address delivered recently be- 
fore the convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, 

Archbishop McNicholas’ subject 
was “Justice for Labor.” Fre- 
quently he referred to the Encycli- 
cals of Pope Leo XIII and Pope 
Pius XI, repeating their teachings 
on the reconstruction of the social 
order, 


“There is no need,” the Arch- 
bishop said, “to tell you that the 
Catholic Church, in whose name I 
come to you, is and ever will be 
the champion of the rights of the 


laboring and trade classes, 


“You have been a potent factor 
in increasing Union membership in 
the United States, and yet your 
work is only begun. The increase 
in Europe during the past two de- 
cades has been far greater than in 
our own country during the same 
period. Pope Pius XI has ex- 
pressed his satisfaction at the in- 
crease in the number of organized 
workers and at the spread of asso- 
ciations among farmers. 


Greater Membership Urged 


“I wish, indeed, that Labor in 
our country would realize fully the 
advantage of a sane organization 
of all workers into unions. If dur- 
ing the last two or three decades 
practically all of our workers had 
freely enrolled themselves under 
the standard of organized groups, 
and had continued to take a keen 
interest in their affairs, we could 
have prevented in some measure 
the present social and economic 
debacle. If even now, in these 
tragic days of depression, we can 
begin to bring about a local, state 
and national organization of our 
workers, with a voluntary enroll- 
ment of many times its present 
membership, we shall have taken 
an important step toward the re- 
construction of the social order. It 
seems incredible that at present 
approximately only 15 per cent of 
our workers are organized. 


“These organized groups should 
embrace, first, the workers in our 
cities; and, secondly, the toilers of 
the rural districts. Complementary 
to these there should be, in the 
third place, the bond of union be- 
tween nations, founded not on Bol- 


tian justice and charity. 

“If workers throughout the world 
‘would take this comprehensive 
view of the dignity of human labor 
and its native rights, and of the 
rights of all peoples and all na- 
tions arising from their common 
brotherhood, effective measures 
would undoubtedly be taken to cor- 
rect the abuses of capitalism and 
corrupt governments. This is not 
preaching Bolshevism or Commun- 
ism. It is, rather, advocating 
strong measures to prevent the 
success of their present campaign 
for world domination. 


“You have reason to be gratified 
that the rights of organized labor 
have recently been. accorded ,a 
larger measure of recognition. The 
demand for still greater recogni- 
tion will grow. I do not like the 
terminology which attributes this 
to liberal thought or so-called lib- 
eral judges, I much prefer to 
think of it as a restoration of the 
older order wherein justice was ac- 
corded organized labor. You need 
not be told how the guilds of the 
Middle Ages flourished, nor of the 
privileges they enjoyed and the 
rights they defended. ~

The day after this resolution was given to the press 


the WASHINGTON POST commented editorially as 
follows: 


“Members of the Catholic hierarchy, meeting 
at the Catholic University in Washington, have 
adopted a most timely resolution condemning the 
circulation of indecent literature. The subtle de- 
struction of moral fibre in the young by the publica- 
tion of immoral literature seems to have become a 
flourishing business whieh deserves public protest 
and rigorous official action. The hierarchy may be 
speaking too emphatically, perhaps, when it de- 
clares that public opinion has influenced the courts 
to such an extent as tomake it almost impossible to 
bar obscene books from the customs and the mails, 
but unquestionably public opinion has not exerted 
itself adequately to check the evil. Indifference, 
rather than active sympathy with the evil, seems to 
be the attitude of the public. 


“The vigilance of United States Attorney 
Rover, of this District, is worthy of imitation else- 
where, He has prosecuted vendors of indecent pub- 
licatioris and has given notice that others will feel 
the heavy hand of the law if they persist in the 
practice of circulating indecent publications. The 
taritt act enables the Treasury to exclude immoral 
works, and thousands of such works are excluded. 
Transmission of obscene literature through the 
mails is a transaction sometimes difficult to prevent, 
but the postal authorities have power to prosecute, 
and assistance from the public would aid them in 
detecting violations of the law. A more active public 
sense 0 1 damage done by indecent literature, 
and a resolute determination by every citizen to do 
his share in stamping out the evil business, would 
go far to make present laws effective.”

Winchester, Ky.—Protesting to 
Station WLW of Cincinnati against 
an address on “Priestcraft,” deliv- 
ered over that station by Franklin 
Ford, through the medium of an 
electrical transcription, the Rev. 
Henry B. Schulte, pastor of St. 
Joseph’s church here, characterized 
the talk as a violation of the sanc- 
tity of the home. 


“The announcer,” said Father 
Schulte, protesting against the 
Ford broadcast, “began with the 
promise that the program was in 
behalf of efforts to remove the 
causes of religious animosity exist- 
ing between various religious 
groups — Protestants, Catholics, 
Jews,—made by an organization 
formed for that purpose, known, I 
think, as the Goodwill Society. The 
promise was repeated by Mr. Ford. 
Being myself one of the millions 
in this country who look forward 
devoutly to the time when the pro- 
mise shall show signs of proving 
itself, I sat back expectantly; and 
I had to listen to Mr. Ford on 
‘Priestcraft.’” 

Then, stating that “the chief 
eause of religious hatred is lack 
of understanding or misunderstand- 
ing”; that “men hate the thing 
they do not know,” Father Schulte 
declared that. Mr. Ford “piles up 
new confusion on top of old,” add- 
ing that “if the promise of event- 
ual religious peace among men 


shall become hjstorical fact, it will} 


Father Schulte said, Mr. Ford “de- 
clares, first, that primitive man be- 
cause of undeveloped reason creat- 
ed the Deity or deities out of the 
elements which threatened his ex- 
istence.” “The implication he sug- 
gests is that superstition and reli- 
gion without exception were the 
same thing. Secondly, he declares 
that priests were a logical growth 
from this superstition—men who 
by profession offered sacrfiice to 
forces that must be placated lest 
they destroy men in blind fury. He 
gives no proof of this pristine con- 
Gren. . :«* 

Father Schulte charged that Mr. 
Ford, in the field of Scriptural in- 
terpretation, preached a number of 
dogmatic conclusions which are in 
direct contradiction to Catholic 
dogma. “He maintains in the 
Scriptural field,” Father Schulte’s 
charge stated, “that Christ con- 
demns ‘Priestcraft’; that Christ es- 
tablished no priesthood of his own; 
and that St. Paul repudiates the 
existence of a Christian priest- 
hood.” 

Turning to the last part of Mr. 
Ford’s address, Father Schulte said 
that here the radio speaker “takes 
unto himself the privilege of 
speaking for the Catholic Church.” 

“The most egregious, unpardon- 
able piece of impudence which Mr. 
Ford permits himself,” Father 
Schulte continued, “is the state- 
ment made that the Mass—mind 
you it is Mr. Ford speaking for the 
Catholic Church—that the Mass is 
becoming more and more a mere 
symbolism. Mr. Ford found no aa- 
thority for this statement. There is 
no authority for it. It is false, It 
is a statement that youses the 
deepest resentment in a Catholic by 
its effrontery.”

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Saint 
Elizabeth’s Hospital treated an 
average of 4,798 patients a day 
during the past fiscal year, an if 
crease of almost 200 over the year 
before, Dr. William A. White, sup- 
erintendent, disclosed in his annual 
report to Secretary of the Interior 
Wilbur. 

The total number of patients un- 
der treatment during the year was 
5,579, or 225 more than in the pre- 
ceeding year, Dr. White reported.

For By See’s Charities 


Chicago.—An insight into the 
charitable work that is being car- 
ried on by the archdiocese through 
the Catholic Charities and St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society is given in a 
statement by the Rt. Rev. Msgr. W. 
A. Cummings, director of the Cath- 
olic Charities, disclosing that 4,100 
families are being cared for by the 
organization. 

In addition, Monsignor Cum- 
mings pointed out, 6,100 individ- 
uals, on an average, are annually 
given medical, hospital or other 
care to tide them over temporary 
emergencies. Besides the 4,100 
families and the 6,100 individuals 
thus aided, in six of the largest in- 
stitutions alone the archdiocese is 
sheltering 5,000 persons, most of 
them children. The Catholic Chari- 
ties, which functions through the 
4,200 voluntary workers of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society, is an or- 


ganized agency of the Illinois State

Religion must be believed and fol- 
lowed by large numbers of intelli- 
gent people if it is to be effective 
with the poor and the ignorant. 
Indeed the attitude of Paul Heyse 
explains why so many Communists 
and Radicals hate religion. 


It is at first sight paradoxical | 
that the Founder of Christianity, | 
Who proclaimed as part of His pro- 


gram. that He had come to preach 
the gospel to the poor, should be 
repudiated most violently today by 
those who are most poor. The rea- 
son, sadly enough, is as obvious as 
it is disconcerting: His religion 
was neither taught nor believed 
nor practiced by those most for- 
tunate. He who came to establish 
a revolution in every human heart, 
by which we should be turned from 
selfishness to unsélfishness, is 
hated most bitterly by those who 
wish to revolutionize society.

I am in perfect agreement 
with the author of the article 
recently published in OUR 
SUNDAY VISITOR which 
stated that the daily. news- 
papers and other periodicals 
of the United States should 
unite in exposing the unfair- 
ness of the Mexican govern- 
ment in its persecution of the 
Catholic Church. I wonder, 
then, if any publications have 
heeded this advice and pub- 
lished such articles and if you 
could quote from one or more 
of the more important, 


There have been several 
articles published in secular 
publications which have ex- 
posed the unfairness of the 
Mexican government in its 
persecution against the 
Church. Notable among these 
is an article which appeared 
in the current issue of the 
NEW REPUBLIC, a maga- 
zine which previously sup- 
ported the revolutionists of 
Mexico. The article states 
that the issue is merely one of 
dollars and cents. It says in 
part: 


‘ . “Two years later (19380) 
Vera Cruz, with an area larger 
than Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont combined, and a 
population of nearly a million and 
a quarter, passed a law limiting 
the number of priests to one for 
every 100,000 inhabitants — 11 
priests, that is, in addition to the 
two bishops. Other States follow- 
ed suit: Chiapas made it one priest 
for every 70,000. The Federal Dis- 
trict, with 1,000,000 inhabitants, 
limited the number to 25. The Fed- 
eral Government declared itself, in 
response to Catholic protests, pow- 
erless to prevent this legislation, 
which was permitted by the Con- 
stitution of 1917. Officially each 
State is sovereign; actually Gen- 
eral Plutarco Elias Calles, the real 
boss of Mexico, can make and un- 
make State Governors with only a 
little more indirection than Diaz 
practiced. 

“Against this new sweep of anti- 
Catholicism Pope Pius XI uttered 
-one of the mildest of protests in 
the history of such encyclicals. But 
his ‘Acerba Animi’ evoked a tor- 
rent of rabid vituperation from 
Mexican authorities of every rank, 
beginning with the newly installed 

2Si . Abelardo Rodri- 
guez. The editor of the Govern- 
ment organ, FE! Nacional, de- 
nounced the Pope’s act as ‘crimi- 
nal.’ And when Papal Delegate 
Ruiz y Flores sought gently to 
point out that the encyclical’s pur- 
had been conciliatory—which 
obviously it was, for it urged Mex- 
ican Catholics to submit and co- 
operate - the authorities no 
‘matter how vexatious the laws, 


while reserving the right to work 
for their change—the Government 
promptly deported him to the 
United States

“Tf the Mexican gv, rnmental 
attitude were frank and above- 
board—if it were based on a social 
theory like that of Soviet Russia, 
which holds that religion is the 
‘opiate of the people,’ and as such 
an obstacle to proletarian emanci- 
pation; if it depended merely on 
the conviction that a dogmatic my- 
thology based on the supernatural 
has no place in an age of empiri- 
cism; if a sincere attempt were be- 
ing made to substitute among an 
unlettered, abased and _  long-ex- 
ploited people, a workaday faith of 
this world for religion’s promises 
of felicity in the next—such a pro- 
gram would have a certain legal 
validity. No such purpose exists 
in Mexico. Though they continue 
their loud mouthing of revolution- 
ary shibboleths, no officials were 
ever less concerned about the wel- 
fare of people or nation, and so 
definitely detrimental to both. Gov- 
ernment in Mexico today is organ- 
ized for plunder. Whatever reform- 
ist ideology and idealism existed 
here and there during the varying 
conflicts of the last 22 years have 
vanished, And while the Church is 
less than a wraith of its former 
self, has lost its property and pres- 
tige and is a negligible factor in 
Mexican life, the politicos begrudge 
even the few coppers that still go 
into the offertories and collection 
plates. They want to eliminate the 
slightest competition for the last 
centavo,” 


The DAILY NEWS, Los 
Angeles, California, had the 
following to say concerning 
the deportation of Archbishop 
Ruiz y Flores, the Papal Dele- 
gate to Mexico: 


“The dramatic and evidently un- 
warranted deportation of the Ro- 
man Catholic archbishop by the 
Mexican government meets with 
universal condemnation in the 
American Press. 


“Whatever excuse there may 
have been for the former restric- 
tions on clerical activities across 
the border, it is evident that full 
responsibility for this drastic step 
lies on the government’s doorstep. 

“Both in the papal encyclical and 
in the defense of it, submitted by 
the Prelate after President Rodri- 
guez denounced it with almost 
childish petulance, there was noth- 
ing that any just and reasonable 
government could have found fault 
with. On the contrary, the docu- 
ment showed patience and toler- 
ance. It counseled conforming with 
secular laws rather than defying 
them. 


“The truth seems to be that the 
days of the leadership of Calles in 
Mexican affairs are numbered. Cler- 
gy-baiting is but a red herring 
across the trail of national revolt. 
Nothing seems to have saved the 
“national revolutionary party from 
revolution except intrigue, chican- 
ery and physical force, manifested 
in a fashion that would be impos- 
sible under a constitutional form 
of government. It puts the mark 
of the Soviet beast on the present 
rulers of Mexico, 


“Recent events amply prove the 
truth of this assertion. First came 
the forced resignation of President 
Ortiz Rubio; then the retirement 
of Portes Gil and the compulsory 
resignation of Joaquin Amaro, sec- 
retary of war. Rubio’s successor, 
the present General Abelardo Ro- 
driguez, is a saber-rattling poli- 
tician of the Calles stripe.

THE POPES AND THE _- 
HOLY NAME SOCIETY

POPE PIUS IV. A. D. 1559-1565. 


OPE PIUS IV occupied the see 

of St. Peter from A. D. 1559 
to 1565. Under his pontificate the 
following noteworthy events of in- 
terest to the Holy Name Society 
should be recorded: 

On April 13, 1564, Pius IV raised 
the Holy Name movement to the 
dignity of a Confraternity and at- 
tached to it many special privileges 
and indulgences. He called it the 
“Confraternity of the Name of 
Jesus.” At that time the Society 
was designated by other names in 
different countries as “Confrater- 
nity of the Holy Name of God and 
Jesus” and “Confraternity Against 
Oaths.” 

In a special papal letter addres- 
sed to “all the faithful in Christ,” 
Pius IV strongly commended the 
Holy Name Society to the laity, 
and urged all Patriarchs, Archbis- 
hops, Bishops, and Vicar Generals 
to favor, in all their power, the 
Holy Name Confraternity and “to 
assist and support it wherever 
there be need.” 

Pope Pius IV approved a set of 
rules which contained pledges “to 
do all that lies in human power to 
promote and to respect the Divine 
Name and all sacred things.” These 
rules had been drawn up by the 


Spanish Dominican Preacher Fr. Di- 
dacus of Victoria, who was one of | 
the greatest Holy Name Apostles | 
of the 15th century. 

The Bull of Pope Pius IV records | 
the Rule in substance as follows: | 

1. “All who have been affiliated | 
to this Society should be careful | 
never to take in vain the glorious | 
name of God or of the Saints. | 
They should not take an oath ex-| 
cept when absolutely necessary. If, 
any member should swear without | 
reflection, he should undergo a self- | 
imposed penance that he may | 
learn to refrain from so doing in| 
the future. Should any member. 
blaspheme, he should make amends 
by penitential works. 

2. “The heads of families should | 
be careful to banish blasphemy 
from their homes. 

3. “Should they hear strangers 
blaspheme or take unnecessary 
oaths, if prudence permits, they 
should charitably and affably ad- 
monish the offenders. 

4. “The members shall approach 
Holy Communion on the Feast of 
the Circumcision (New Year’s Day) 
and célebrate with due solemnity 
the Feast of the Holy Name of 
Jesus. They shall also receive Holy 
Communion on the second Sunday 
of the month.

Is Prelate’s Plea 
In A. F. of L. Talk

tile to all labor associations. Hold- 
ing the theory of producing where 
they could most economically pro- 
duce, and of selling at the highest 
price that their efficient organiza- 
tion could establish, these indus- 
trial leaders debased human labor 
to a mere commodity. Then, lest 
through group action labor might 
control the open market, they hark- 
ed back to the old Roman theory 
which tolerated no association 
among tradesmen and workers 
other than burial societies. The old 
plea was heard: An empire within 
an empire is dangerous to the com-

ism. It was this pagan economic 
philosophy that reduced labor to a 
condition, as Leo XIII said, little 
better than that of slavery. Pius 
XI has characterized it as ‘hard, 
cruel and relentless in a ghastly 
measure,’ ” 


Collective Bargaining 


Remarking that the progress of 
labor and trade unions had been 
slow, the Archbishop reminded his 
hearers that the great Catholic 
Pontiffs had emphasized that or- 
ganized groups, with the right of 
collective bargaining, offer one of 
the true means of reconstructing 
the shattered economic fabric. He 
continued: 


“Hold fast to your unions. It is 
the hope of those who have your 
best interests at heart that voca- 
tional groups will grow stronger 
If a specific 
industry has the right to have at 
its command the best thought and 
the best counsel, and can agree in 
a national way in matters of pol- 
icy, and even fix the price of com- 
modities and determine dividends, 
surely the laborers must be free to 
organize in a national way, to de- 
velop, as Pius XI suggests, voca- 
tional groups, and to bargain both 
for a just family wage and a share 
in the profits of industry.” 

“You may be sure,’ the Arch- 
bishop added, “that the Catholic 
Church will ever espouse a just 
cause, and will carry on warfare 
against injustice, especially that 
done to the poor and laboring 
classes.” 

“In these dark days,” he con- 
tinued, “when men are being sorely 
tried, it is truly heartening to be 
assurred that the insidious propa- 
ganda of Communism has made 
little if any impression upon the 
rank and file of American workers. 
That the unemployed laboring man, 
even when unable to procure for 
himself and his family the bare 
necessities of life, has not seen in 
Bolshevism or Communism a cure- 
all for the economic evils of our 
day, refiects great credit upon 
such Federations as yours. Among 
our intelligentsia, in our universi- 
ties and so-called liberal and 
“smart” publications, a very effec- 
tive and subtle propaganda is be- 
ing carried on which if accepted by 
the masses would inevitably lead 
to Communism. That you stand as 
a strong bulwark against the in- 
roads of this destructive radical- 
ism merits for you the commenda- 
tion of all classes, and especially 
of capitalists and industrialists. 


“You can thank God that you— 
and let us hope, your sons—have 
not been cursed with the dangerous 
instruction given in some of our 
universities and colleges, and that 
you have not degraded the noble 
faculties of your mind with the 
radicalism that is rampant. Your 
Federation has sought and is seek- 
ing justice. And now it will seek 
a new deal, provided it be a square 
and honest deal, as laid down by 
two of the greatest leaders who 
have ever championed your cause 
—Leo XIII and Pius XI.” 


Day of Reckoning at Hand 


Recalling the great sacrifice of 
men’s lives and the squandering of 
the wealth of nations in the World 
War, the Archbishop said the day 
of reckoning was at hand, saying: 


“The present crisis means merely 
the day of reckoning. So far as 
human endeavor goes, we must all 
pull together to get out of the 
depths into clear daylight once 
more. Your group need not be told 
that this common effort must serve 
the common good. Would that cap- 
italists and jndustrialists could see 
this as clearly as you see it! 

“The old order must give way, 
not by its destruction, as Commun- 
ism urges, but by abolishing its 
abuses and by establishing a reign 
of legal and social justice. 

“T do not wish to seem a pessi- 
mist, but I think our country is 
much more seriously menaced by 
Communism than we realize, and 
that the danger will increase un- 
less the three points insisted upon 
by Pope Pius XI be observed: 

“1. Riches must not remain in 
the hands of the few. The people 
and the Government of this coun- 
try must never again permit the 


riaccumulation of the fabulous for- 
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so-called profit-sharing has been 
for the most part a deception. It 
has been merely an incentive to 
speed up work beyond human en- 
durance. 

“2. The second abuse to be cor- 
rected as the old order gives way 
is that of a few,rich men holding 
and controlling ‘money so as to be 
able to govern credit, determine 
its allotment, for that reason sup- 
plying, so to speak, the life-blood 
of the entire economic body, and 
grasping, as it were, in their hands 
the very soul of production, so that 
no one dare breathe against their 
will.’ 

Abuse of Free Competition 

“3. The third abuse is ‘the nat- 
ural result of limitless free compe- 
tition,’ which makes might right, 
and which in most instances makes 
the mighty without conscience. A 
few men possessing enormous 
wealth, and the power that goes 
with such wealth, become in our 
democratic country economic dicta- 
tors. It is a curious contradiction 
that the people have been fooled 
by much talk of democracy and of 
making our form of government 
even more democratic, while at the 
same time our men of great wealth 
have been allowed to become abso- 
lute rulers in their respective 
spheres and thereby to undermine 
the very foundations of democracy. 
It is to be hoped that your Fed- 
eration will fight for more real 
democracy in the industrial world.” 

Turning upon the advocates of 
birth control, as he dealt with the 
problem of unemployment, the 
Archbishop stated: 

“What we must condemn is not 
large families, but the economic 
system which does not allow an 
honest, decent man a wage suffi- 
cient to maintain a normal family 
in comfort. We must abhor that 
philosophy of life which tells men 
like you that a family is a luxury 
that you cannot afford, and that to 
you must not be given the price- 
less wealth of dutiful and loving 
children. 


“One of the reasons for fighting 
the present economic system is to 
give every man who enters into the 
sacred contract of marriage the 
opportunity to have a real home, 
with modern comforts, and to rear 
his children in such a way as to fit 
them for their duties in life. The 
Catholic Church in the course of 
her long life has dealt many times 
with the question of birth-control, 
Centuries ago she fought Mani- 
chaeism and Albigensianism, both 
of which carried on this propa- 
ganda. But today she finds that 
the modern economic system has 
developed the cancerous growth of 
birth-control throughout the world, 
I would say to your groups: Do not 
accept the false philosophy of the 
intelligentsia and many of the rich, 
Fight for an economic system 
which by a fair distribution of 
wealth will mean for the members 
of your class justice, comfort, see 
curity, and the dispelling of fear 
of a large family.” 

With regard to wages, the 
Archbishop stated the general prine 
ciple that the working man should 
receive a wage sufficient to support 
him and a normal family in com- 
fort. This, he said, should include 
the education of children, provision 
against sickness, accidents and old 
age, and some few possessions to 
leave to those dearest in life. He 
cited Pope Pius’ recommendation 
that a contract of partnership be 
substituted for the wage contract 
so that the worker might share i 
the ownership, management or the 
profits, 

Regulation of production and 
regulation of the machine also 
were advocated by the Cincinnatt 
prelate as means of bettering the 
condition of the workingman. De- 
claring that the machine, if cone 
trolled by vocational groups, under 
legal enactments, can and should 
shorten the working hours of the 
laborer, he declared in favor of the 
five-day work week.

A Short Talk with Catholic 


damning the Church for her al- 
leged antagonism to science and 
praising the liberal spirit of the 
age that has witnessed the most 
phenomenal progress in_ scientific 
achievement, seem to think that 
this result is due to a wide Meo 
interest in science as such. The 
fact is, and ought to be recognized, 
that no small part of the popular 
interest in science manifes to- 
day began only when science, with 
its genius for invention, got into 
the field of industry and left ~ 
gate wide open for commerci 

adventurers to enter and reap the 


harvest. Science, in this capacity, 


put cars in our garages and radios 
in our homes, and then the vox 
populi took up the hymn of praise 
intoned by cheer leaders in univer- 
sity rostra and enterprising man- 
agers of sales departments. In 
other words, as Dr. Bell continues: 
“science can be exploited, and is, 
therefore, to be respected. Religion 
does not pay, and; therefore, may 
safely be ignored—in facet, had 
better be ignored. That is the sim- 
ple and ugly explanation of a large 
part of student loss of faith in God 
and spiritual culture.” 

Dr. Bell’s second point of par- 
ticular merit has been too long 
overlooked. He states it plainly 
and proves it conclusively. There 
is no such thing as an “intellectual 
necessity” for any student to be- 
come an educated unbeliever. The 
trend of current thought, in science 
as well as in philosophy, as repre- 
sented by its best exponents, is 
decidedly against the old mater- 
ialistic theory of life which used 
to provide a pretext for rejecting 
the spiritual and the supernatural. 
But the trouble is that the univer- 
sity student is too often denied the 
opportunity to hear this side of the 
question presented by able teach- 
ers. “He scorns the devotions con- 
ducted at the shrine of Ste. Anne 
de Beaupre, which are for persons 
of childlike mind; but he ignores 
the magnificent work of modern 
Roman Catholic thinkers. The man 
Is ignorant—and he ought not to 
be. His university should have 
brought him into contact with re- 
ligious thinkers comparable to 
those whom he has met with in the 
fields of science, history and art.” 

It is this woeful lack of balance, 
this utterly disproportionate sense 
of values, which the. Church has 
always deplored and denounced. It 
is time to answer some very impor- 
tant questions: Is the secular uni- 
versity to lead or to follow? To 
mould public opinion or to be 
moulded by it? To set the stan- 
dards of culture or to be dominat- 
ed by the spirit of the age? When 
will higher learning really foster 
the higher life? Not while it per- 
sists In making a myth out of God 
and a monkey out of man.

” But God felt sorry for Adam and 
‘Eve. He felt sorry, too, for all 
their children and grandchildren 
and for all the. people who would 
ever be born. For, now they would 
all be shut out of Paradise. 

So He made a promise that some 
day He would send His own Son, 
Jesus Christ, down on earth to 
help them. Jesus would become a 
man like Adam and Eve and all 
the rest of us. Jesus, the God-Man, 
would “make up” for the dreadful 
sin of Adam and Eve. And then, 
God promised, He would open up 
the gates of Paradise so that we 
might all go in and enjoy its beau- 
ties and talk with God there. 

Many, many years went by be- 
fore God sent His Son as He had 
promised. People had to wait so 
long that sometimes they lost hope 
and thought the time would never 
come. But God sent holy men, cal- 
led prophets, to tell them that they 
must not give up hope—that some 
day Jesus would surely come and 
open the gates of Paradise, or 
Heaven. 

The prophets told the people 
that a messenger would come just 
before Jesus, to tell them about 
Jesus and to help them get ready 
for Him. This messenger was John 
the Baptist. He is the man we 
hear about in today’s gospel. He 
is the man God meant when He 
said, “Behold, I send my angel 
(messenger) before Thy face, who 
shall prepare Thy way before 
Thee.”

And then this one 
from the epistle today: “In Him 
(Jesus) we shall hope.” How about 
last week’s verses? Read them 
over and see if you don’t under 
stand them better now.
